THE  REAL  FIRST  DOLLAR  OF  THE  WORLD 

1  This  is  the  predecessor  of  all  the  Thalers  which  follow  25  years  later  from 
Joachimstal.  Maybe  we  could  call  it  the  pattern  crown  of  the  world  (see  in¬ 
formation).  Only  a  few,  less  than  6  pieces  known,  the  first  record  in  Van 
Mieris  Dutch  3  monumental  volumes  “Histori  Der  Nederlandsche  Vorsten” 
(History  of  the  Dutch  princes  from  Count  Albert  to  Charles  V),  published 
in  The  Hague  1732-35,  on  page  140,  Vol.  I.  Our  specimen  may  be  the  Van 
Mieris  coin,  having  come  down  through  collectors  for  3  centuries. 

Obv:  Maria  Magdalena  as  representing  Maria  of  Burgundy  with  Christ 
child  on  arm,  to  the  right  St.  Andreas  protecting  the  golden  fleece  and 
St.  Sebastian  with  arrow  and  bow  with  which  he  originally  was  killed. 
This  is  all  to  represent  the  love  of  the  archduke  for  his  Duchess.  Inscr. 
reads  TOTA  PULCHRA  ES  AMICA  MEA,  ET  MACULA  NON  EST  IN 
(you  are  real  beautiful,  my  love,  and  you  are  unmarred). 

Rev:  Crowned  shield  in  golden  fleece.  Date  14 — 77  in  Gothic  lettering  above.

General  History  of  the  Guldiner  1477 

The  idea  of  minting  large  silver  coins  was, 
not  unnaturally,  born  around  the  15th  cen- 
turally,  because  of  the  emergence  of  large 
silver  mines,  and  the  plan  was  to  mint  a 
silver  coin  equal  in  value  to  the  usual  gold 
coin  of  the  times,  the  gold  gulden  which 
dominated  trade  and  had  originated  in  the 
florin  of  Florence,  Italy,  of  1252,  followed 
by  that  of  Venice  in  1272,  with  a  weight  of 
3.537  grams. 

The  first  prince  to  get  this  idea  was 
Maximilian,  son  of  Emperor  Friedrich  III  of 
the  Holy  Roman  Empire.  In  1477  he  married

For  the  story  of  how  it  came  to  be  minted, 
we  refer  to  Mr.  Brekke’s  article  in  the  Nov¬ 
ember  issue  of  “World  Coins".  See  the  left 
column. 

This  coin  has  been  sold  at  auction  3  times 
in  this  century: 

May  1911:  Adolph  Hess  Nachfolger, 
Frankfort.  In  this  auction  of  duplicates 
at  the  Hermitage,  Leningrad,  one  was 
sold.  Berliner  Staatsmuseum  bought  the 
Guldiner  1477  for  DM  3,800--,  and  has 
kept  the  coin  since.  This  Museum  is  now 
in  East  Berlin.  3,800  Goldmarks  in  1911 
was  over  a  1000  gold  dollars.  This  makes

History  of  the  Guldiner  1477  (continued) 

Maria,  daughter  of  Duke  Charles  the  Bold 
of  Burgundy,  who  fell  in  battle  at  Nancy  on 
January  5  of  the  same  year.  Charles’  lands 
were  divided  between  France  and  the  Em¬ 
pire. 

Duke  Charles  had  had  a  confidential  sec¬ 
retary,  the  Italian  Giovanni  Candida,  who 
after  Charles’  death  was  employed  by  Maxi¬ 
milian  in  the  same  capacity.  This  Candida 
was  very  interested  in  coinage  and  in 
medals  and  is  known  to  have  made  an  un¬ 
dated  marriage  medal  in  1477  and  many 
other  medals. 

It  is  possible,  even  probable,  that  this 
same  influential  confidant  suggested  to 
Maximilian  that  he  should  be  the  first  to 
issue  a  large  silver  coin  equal  in  value  to 
the  current  gold  coin,  the  Andreas  gulden, 
which  was  the  only  gold  coin  minted  by 
Burgundy  similar  in  weight  to  the  florin, 
the  Venetian  gold  ducat  and  the  French  ecu 
d’or  initiated  by  French  King  Philip  (1284- 
1340). 

Thus  in  1477  Maximilian  issued  the  first 
“thaler,”  weighing  34.46  grams,  in  value  the 
exact  counterpart  of  the  current  gold  coins. 
The  number  minted  was  probably  low,  but 
the  few  specimens  which  have  survived  show 
clearly  that  these  coins  have  been  in  circu¬ 
lation.  One  reposes  in  the  Berlin  Museum 
and  weighs  32.485  grams;  the  other  speci¬ 
men  was  for  many  years  in  the  private  col¬ 
lection  of  the  well-known  German  coin 
dealer  and  numismatic  writer  Richard  Gaet- 
tens,  and  is  now  in  the  crown  collection  of 
the  consignor. 

This  coin  was  quite  clearly  issued  for 
circulation  and  is  indisputably  the  FIRST 
DOLLAR- SIZED  COIN  OF  THE  WORLD. 
Place  of  issue  was  Brabant  in  the  Nether¬ 
lands. 

Achduke  Sigismund  of  Tirol,  a  cousin  of 
Maximilian,  would  quite  naturally  be  the 
first  to  notice  this  revolutionary  develop¬ 
ment,  as  his  lands  embraced  the  largest 
silver  mines  in  Europe,  in  Schwaz.  Most  of 
the  silver  from  the  Tirol  mines  ever  since 
1275  was  minted  in  Meran,  south  of  the 
Brenner  pass,  but  in  1477  it  was  decided  to 
move  the  mint  to  Hall,  north  of  the  Bren¬ 
ner.  There  it  was  nearer  the  mines  and  the 
capital  at  Innsbruck,  and  the  assistant  mint- 
master  in  Meran,  Hermann  Grunhofer,  was 
made  mintmaster  in  Hall. 

Sigismund’ s  financial  adviser,  was,  like 
Maximilian’s  Candida,  also  an  Italian  from 
Venice,  named  Antonio  de  Caballis,  and  this 
man  was  the  “father”  of  Sigismund's  coin 
policies.  It  is  not  unnatural  to  assume  that

the  value  today  exactly  $15,000! 

May  1931:  Hess,  Frankfurt.  Here  Mr. 
Brekke’s  specimen  appears  for  the  first 
time  since  it  was  mentioned  in  V.  Mieris 
“Histori  of  the  Nederlandsche  Vorsten” 
as  belonging  to  a  Dutch  collector,  but 
unknown  in  Madai  and  other  well  known 
Thaler-Cabinets,  like  Schulthess,  Reim- 
mann.  It  sold  for  DM  550,  due  to  the 
world  depression  and  especially  to  the 
situation  in  Germany  after  the  infla¬ 
tionary  years. 

In  1941  Frankfurter  Munzhandlung,  E. 
Button,  Frankfurt,  sold  the  same  coin 
at  one  of  his  auctions,  and  it  was  bought 
by  Richard  Gaettens. 

Richard  Gaettens  died  in  1964  and  Mr. 
Brekke  bought  the  coin  from  his  son, 
now  a  coin  dealer  in  Lubeck,  Germany. 

In  1914  Albert  E.  Frey  wrote  his  book 
“Dated  European  Coinage  Prior  to  15DJ.’  ’  in 
which  he  definitely  describes  this  cdin  as 
the  “oldest  Thaler  in  the  world”.  The  same 
description  of  this  coin  was  used  at  the 
Hess  auctions  of  1911  and  1931. 

Mr.  Gruenthal  of  the  A.N.S.  was  very 
well  aware  of  the  importance  of  this  coin 
when  it  was  shown  to  him  by  Mr.  Brekke 
in  October  1965.  He  produced  the  auction 
catalogue  of  Hess  1931  and  was  very  inter¬ 
ested  to  see  that  this  specimen  was  the 
exact  coin  sold  in  1931.  Gaettens  bought  it 
in  1941  from  the  man  who  acquired  it  in 
1931,  so  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this 
specimen  is  the  third  known  coin  in  private 
hands  beside  the  Leningrad  and  East  Berlin 
specimens. 

Jacques  Schulman,  who  keeps  a  very  up 
to  date  file  on  all  important  coins,  also  con¬ 
firmed  that  he  knew  of  no  4th  specimen,  al¬ 
though  the  cataloguer  presumes  there  is  a 
4th  specimen  in  Vienna,  according  to  Mr. 
Werkner  of  Innsbruck. 

We  think  one  can  quite  safely  say  that 
this  specimen  is  unique  in  private  hands. 
Further,  we  think  it  is  not  right  to  use  the 
word  “Schau- Thaler”  which  is  more  like  a 
medal  and  then  it  is  not  a  “Thaler”  other 
than  in  weight  and  size,  because  this  word 
only  came  into  existence  after  the  Joachim- 
stal  series  came  to  be.  The  correct  word  for 
this  Thaler  is  “Guldiner.”  Further,  as  it  was 
minted  to  have  the  exact  value  of  the  then 
reigning  Andreasgulden  (in  gold),  it  was 
obviously  meant  to  be  used  as  money.  There 
is  nothing  that  suggests  that  it  was  ever 
meant  as  a  medal.  Candida,  secretary  to 
Maximilian,  who  is  the  father  of  the  issue, 
minted  several  wellknown  medals  in  1477, 
but  they  are  so  completely  different  in  re¬ 
lief,  rim  and  general  looks,  that  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  Guldiner  1477  is  a  coin,  the 
forerunner  of  the  Thaler,  Dollar  and  Crown 
Series  of  the  world.  The  issue  was  surely 
small,  both  because  it  was  the  first  time, 
but  also  because  the  trade  did  not  like  these

the  minting  of  the  Brabanter  thaler,  called 
a  guldiner  or  gulden -groschen,  animated  the 
Tirol  ers  to  do  the  same,  especially  as  they 
had  access  to  infinitely  more  silver  than 
Maximilian,  and  in  1484  they  minted  the  first 
half  thalers  and  in  1486  the  first  Tiroler 
thalers  weighing  from  29.17  to  32.02  grams. 

Strangely  enough,  the  trade  did  not  like 
these  large  silver  pieces  very  much,  so  the 
issue  was  also  not  large  in  Hall,  and  it  was 
not  before  the  Counts  of  Schlick  started  their 
large  issues  in  Joachimsthal  in  1518  that  the 
basic  silver  crown  of  the  world  was  generally 
accepted  and  spread  to  all  parts  of  Europe 
and  the  world.

large  silver  pieces.  This  probably  explains 
why  Maximilian  did  not  continue  the  series. 
Even  the  Tiroler  Guldengroschen  or  Guldi¬ 
ner  of  1486  which  is  offered  in  this  sale,  lot 
#2  was  definitely  not  popular  when  it  ap¬ 
peared.  And  although  called  “taler”,  the 
word  “taler”  did  not  yet  exist  at  that  time 
either.  It  was  really  the  Joachimstaler  that 
made  the  breakthrough,  and  talers  became 
popular  from  then  on,  and  the  word  “taler” 
came  about. 

The  Guldiner  1477  might  be  called  the 
“Pattern  Crown  of  the  World”  because  it 
became  a  pattern  for  a  future  crown.  Only 
one  crown  collector  in  the  world  can  obtain 
this  “Crowning”  piece  for  his  collection.

rarest  gem  and  the  classic  specimen  of  the  three  known  specimens  of  the 
$10  (1830)  TEN  DOLLARS  in  center  in  two  rows,  TEMPLETON  REID 
above,  ASSAYER  below.  Reverse,  GEORGIA  GOLD  in  two  lines  in  center 
surrounded  by  a  majestic  border  of  40  stars.  This  coin,  as  far  as  all  our  re¬ 
search  has  been  able  to  uncover,  has  never  been  offered  at  any  sale  and  is  the 
specimen  from  the  famous  Ball  collection  of  Muncie,  Indiana.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
inscriptions  “Carolina”,  “Georgia”,  and  “North  Carolina”  on  their  coins 
designated  the  fineness  of  the  gold  content.  “Carolina”  gold  coins  were  21 
carats,  not  the  lowest,  nor  the  highest  grade  which  bore  the  stamp  of 
“Georgia”  and  was  22  carats  fine  .  .  .  while  “North  Carolina”  was  low  and 
was  of  20  carats.

THREE  YEAR  NOTES 


The  notes  of  this  issue  bore  interest  at  7  3/10%  for  a  period  of  three 
years.  These  are  considered  the  rarest  of  all  issues  of  United  States  currency. 
The  late  Robert  Friedberg  wrote,  and  we  quote  :  ‘‘When  one  considers  the 
perilous  state  of  the  nation  in  those  years  (1863-64-65),  the  scarcity  of  money 
and  the  general  fear,  it  was  a  rare  person  indeed,  one  either  supremely 
confident  or  sublimely  ignorant,  who  did  not  turn  in  his  interest  bearing 
money  the  moment  the  interest  became  payable.  This  is  why  so  few  of  these 
exist  today  and  why  so  many  of  the  higher  values  are  completely  unknown.” 
These  Interest  Bearing  issues  were  authorized  by  Congress  because  of  the 
many  financial  emergencies  during  the  Civil  War  years.  The  interest  of 
7  3/1 0%  is  the  highest  ever  paid  by  the  Government  on  its  notes.  When  issued 
these  notes  had  five  coupons  attached,  each  coupon  bearing  the  interest  for 
a  six  month  period.  At  the  end  of  a  six  month  period  one  coupon  could  be 
detached  and  the  interest  on  it  collected,  as  with  the  interest  coupons  on 
bonds.  When  the  final  payment  was  made  the  note  itself  was  presented  and 
net  result  to  the  collectors  of  these  notes  is  borne  out  by  Mr.  Friedberg  in 
his  book  “Paper  Money  of  the  United  States”  (see  notes  196-212).  Most  notes 
are  unknown.

Elizabeth  was  born  1709  as  daughter  of  Peter  the  Great  and  Catherine  I.  She 
gained  the  throne  by  overthrowing  the  young  Czar  Ivan  VI  and  the  regency 
of  his  mother,  Anna  Leopoldovna.  Her  coup  d’etat  was  made  possible  by  her 
popularity  with  the  imperial  guards  who  hated  the  German  favorites  of  Anna 
and  who  revered  in  Elizabeth  the  memory  of  her  father.  Elizabeth  herself, 
arms  in  hand,  led  the  bloodless  coup.  She  took  part  in  the  Seven  Years  War 
against  Frederick  the  Great.  Shortly  after  her  accession,  Elizabeth  decreed  the 
destruction  of  coins  with  Ivan’s  name.
